Chances of Particles Strik- 
ing Globe Are Slight.

St. Louis will get its next view of 
Halley’s comet after sundown Thurs- 
day, according to a prediction made 
Monday by the Rev. i‘ather Martin S. 
Brennan, the astronomer-priest of ‘%S. 
Mary and Joseph's parish. 

But Wednesday night, between 9 and 
11 o’clock, Father Brennan advises St. 
Louisans to watch for a meteoric 
shower. : 

“There is no certainty about it, under- 
stand,”” he said, ‘‘but it is possible and 
even probable that the flying dust from 
the comet’s tail, as it passes from east 
to west of the earth, will cause a dis- 
play of luminous particles in the atmos- 
phere. 

“There is no chance that any of these 
meteorites will reach the éarth. They 
will be consumed by the velocity of 
their flight, at 40 miles a second, and 
it will be their burning that will make 
them luminous. 

Comet Net to Be Visible. 

“It is possible that Europe will sec 
a meteoric shower and we wil! not, as 
Kurope will be at the front of the earth 
21:4 we at the back, at the time of the 
eomet's transit. If we see any meteors 
it is likely that Europe will see a great 
many more. 

“There will be no chance to see the 
comet itself during its transit, as it will 
be between the earth and the sun. The 
next time to look for it wili be after 
sundown Thursday, .on the western 
horizon. Thereafter it will be visible 
ai night, instead of early dawn. 

Little Likelihood of Display. 

The time for the transit of the comet’s 
nucleus across the sun’s disk is 10:48 to 
11.50 p. m., St. Louis time, according to 
Prof. James of Washington University. 
He said Monday that he did not expect 
any meteoric display. The particles of 
the comet’s tail which will be consumed 
in its approach to the sun are too small,

Expecting that the lawyers for Dr. 
Loren B. Doxey and Mrs. Dora Fuller 
Doxey will demand a severance in their 
trial for the murder of William J. Er- 
der, the prosecution has prepared to try 
Mrs. Doxey first. The case will be 
called next Monday morning in Judge 
McQuillin’s court and is expected to 
proceed to trial then. 

Experts on poison, some of whom 
conducted examinations to show the 
presence 6f morphine and other poisons 
in Erder’s system, will be introduced by 
the State as witnesses. Assistant Cir- 
cult Attorneys Newton and Rosskopf, 
who are handling the Doxey case, de- 
clined Monday to make public the list 
of experts. 

Judge C. Orrick Bishop and Charles 
P. Johnson will,defend the Doxeys. 
Husband and wife will be tried sepa- 
rately if they demand it, but the State 
will then have the ‘privilege of fixing 
the order of precedence. 

New evidence, obtained from the reo- 
ords of the St. Louis Postoffice, will be 
introduced in the trial. These records 
will show, it is said, that Mrs. Doxey 
received packages, supposed to contain 
poison, sent by her husband from (Co- 
lumbus, Neb., while she was living 
vith Erder, a St. Louis mai) clerk, as 
his wife.

Addressing the seventh annual conven- 
tion of the National Conference on the 
“Education of Backward, Truant, De- 
linquent and Dependent Children,” in 
the Board of Education Building Mon- 
day, Prof. E. E. Gardner, superintend- 


ent of the Sockanosset School for Boys 
at Howard, R. I., said: 

“Do not tell a boy how bad he is. 
Tell him how useful he may become.” 

The keynote of the meeting was the 
better education of backward and neg- 
lected children. ‘ 

“It is cs much what a boy learns on 
the street as what he learns at home 
that fixes his character,” said Prof. 
Gardner. “The majority of boys who 
get into the industrial school were al- 
lowed to roam the streets at will. 

“The parents should be educated in 
the care of their children. Much of the 
good resulting from the training and 
discipline in the schools is overcome by 
lack of restraint at home. 

Good Werk by School. 

“Children must be led to self-control. 
I do not believe in promiscuous pun- 
ishment, but children must learn to ‘re- 
spect their instructors. The industrial 
schools are filling a great void in the 
education of neglected and delinquent 
children, but they are not wholly ap- 
preciated. Of the 3700 boys released 
from the Rhode Island Industrial School 
78 per cent have kept out of trouble and 
are doing well.” 

The convention was opened by 
President O. E. Darnall, who is also 
president of the National Training 
School for Boys in Washington, D. C.

It is a segment of the 
immense ellipse of 3,000,000,000 miles over 
which the comet travels in its circuit of 
46 years’ time through the solar system, 
accurately reduced to scale, so that the 
distance of 90,000,000 miles between the 
earth and the sun is the standard to be 
applied by judging by the lines of this 
little glass and wood model. More- 
over, it shows that at the present ap- 
pearance of the comet, the only time 
when the comet will be directly in line 
‘between the earth and the sun will be 
on May 18. At all other times from 
now until 75 years from now the comet 
will be either above or below the plane 
of the earth and the-sun.

The statement of the Joint Conference Com- 


mittee to the Terminal Association railroads is} 


a clear and comprehensive definition of the atti- 
tude of St. Louis toward the terminal problem. 

Conciliatory in tone, friendly in spirit, offering 
generous co-operation in the development of 
terminal facilities on an equitable basis, the state- 
ment is vigorous in its insistence upon just con- 
ditions. The fundamental condition upon which 
St. Louis stands as essential to equity, good un- 
derstanding and friendly co-operation is embodied 
in one sentence: 

“WE ASK THE ABOLITION OF THE AR- 
BITRARY.” 

The abolition of the arbitrary is defined to mean 
the elimination of all differences in rates for de- 
livery to or transportation from any point within 
the terminal zone, on lines controlled by the 
Terminal Association railroads on both sides of 
the river. In other words, the proprietary rail- 
roads are asked to treat the lines of the Terminal 
Railway Association controlled by them as if they 
were the independent terminals of each railroad 
in the association. 

As to passenger rates, the committee wants 
Union Station fixed as the point of origin and 
destination of all traffic within the terminal zone, 
and rates to and from points on the terminal 


jsystem computed on this basis. 


The committee in this comprehensive and just 
demand has declared a principle and a platform 
upon which all St. Louisans can and should 
stand. They have set up a banner under which 
the whole city can rally for the final solution 
of the terminal problem. It is an equitable de- 
mand. It seeks nothing more for St. Louis than 
the normal basis upon which railroad terminals 
are operated. It invokes no discrimination in 
favor of St. Louis. It gives the city a fair share 
of the benefits accruing from union terminals 
controlled by and operated in the interest of the 
St. Louis railroads. This is the only possible basis 
of permanent harmony and co-operation between 
St. Louis and the railroads.

Extravagance Means High Prices, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

One of the reasons for high cost of living is the 
desire to look “swell” at any tost. This puts many 
young women in the shops and factories that ought 
to be at home helping mother and incidentally learn 
something about housekeeping and cooking.. (How 
many girls who work downtown ever save anything 
for the future?) 

Formerly the housekeeper put on her esunbonnet 
and went to the market to make her own selections. 
Now she sits at the phone and orders “a can of 
soup extract, one can of beans, one loaf of bread, 
and send it over right away.” I had one grocer 
tell me that a woman phoned him to “send at once 
10 cents’ worth of coal oil.” It costs to run wagons 
and the consumer must pay. Supply and demand is 
the only sure barometer of prices. Increase the de- 
mand for any commodity and its price will advance. 

The remedy is in ourselves. We have become reck- 
lessly wasteful of the supplies of the United States. 
Our wasteful methods give the big trusts the whip 
hand in dictating prices, but if we decrease the de- 
mand by judicious economy and common sense buy- 
ing, you will see a reduction in prices. It is true 
the big trusts buy up everything in sight, but they 
buy to sell; if we don’t choose to buy they are stuck 
with a loss. Therefore our common sense in buying 
can do much to control prices. 

Some time ago the egg trust in New York paid 17 
cents for all the eggs obtainable, but an open winter 
worked against high prices in eggs. The result was 
that 200,000 cases of eggs were sold at 9 cents, besides 
the cost of storing and loss of interest on money.

HE Brothers Oppenheimer and 
T Amelia Bingham were in reality 
associate stars at last night's 
opening of the new Suburban Theater, 
as beautiful, comfortable and cenven- 
lently arranged a playhouse as one 
cwuld wish to see.

It was a 
great and typical Suburban night, a 
finely representative St. Louis audi- 
ence making it so in token of appre- 
ciation for admirable Suburban endeav- 
or and achievement now and in the 
past, 
, Burely no playhouse could have had 
@ more cordially auspicious dedication. 
Before the christening play was ended 
the new members of the Suburban com- 
pany also distinguished themselves so 
signally that they alike were taken 
into the evening’s good-fellowship and 
made to feel at home—Thurston Hall, 
new leading man; Jane Wheatley, the 
Maurice Frank- 
lin, the new character man, and others 
in their degree. The night’s triumph 
went straight down the line. 

The Brothers Oppenheimer themselves 
are a modest and unassuming pair. They 
wouldn’t come before the curtain. They 
blushingly declined to “get into the pic- 
ture.” They ought to have been in it, 
very prominently, because it was they 
who made the picture possible, but their 
idea seems to be that all Suburban 
applause belongs to the players, not 
any to them.

Charlie Beale was an ambitious blind 
boy, without home, family or friends, 
who was a student of the School for 
the Blind.

GAS THAN PIPE IT 
BRITON DECLARE 


In Europe It Is Manufac- 
tured at a Minus 
Cost. 


Paul Schlicht, an engineer and mem- 
ber of the Royal Society of Arts of ‘Lon- 
don, who is now in St. Louis, declares 
that by the adoption of modern methods 
artificial gas can be produced for much 
less than it will cost to pipe natuPal 
gas here from the Caddo fields of Louisi- 
ane. 

Schlicht says he has spent many years 
‘tnvestigating the gas producing and dis- 


tributihg systems of Europe. The great 
Krupp works, he says, and the city of 
Aix la, Chapelle, Germany, get gas and 
electricity for nothing. Both are pro- 
duced at a minus cost, he declares, as 
a by-product. ‘ 
“Artificial gas and electricity can be 
produced at a remarkably low cost,” 
said Mr. Schlicht. “In Sheffield, Ep- 


| gland, for instance, artiicial gas is. sold 


for 2 cents 1000 cubic feet. Coal costs 
more in England than in America, and 
there are no advantages in lower wage 
schedules that will account for the great 
difference in price between the English 
and American product.
